JERRT RAY said if he told the FBI everything he knows, 
"with all of their resources" they would bo able to "track hia 
down." Ete stated, "X do not know where he is right now. I do 
not think 1*11 over see him alive again." He explained hie 
brother would probably not permit hlraself to be captured alive.. 
JERRY RAT added that ho did not want the subject apprehended 
because of the additional bad publicity it would result in for 
the RAT family. RAY further said he does not refer to the 
subject since the assassination by bio real name but calls hia 
STARVO or GALT.
